Looking Back in Pickaway County 


My wife is one year 
older 
than I am. I am 42. We 
have 
three teenage children and are 
rightfully regarded in our com 
munity as a happy family. We 
have the usual problems of a 
growing middle income family, 
but none of great concern ex­ 
cept one 
For the past two years my 
wife constantly talks about her 
fears 
concerning 
“change of 
life.” She is certain that it will 
affect her, our relationship and 
then the happiness of our fam 
ily. How' can I help her face 
this period of her life in a nor­ 
mal way? 
K. K., Kansas 
Dear Mr. R.: Your wife needs 
reassurance by someone special 
ly trained to understand human 
amotions and their relationship 
to bodily changes 
Your own 
doctor is the ideal 
person 
to 
help you. He can explain 
ex 
actiy what is happening in the 
body during the menopause, or 
“ change of life.” 
There is a great deal of mis­ 
information. myths and supersti 
tions about menopause. Let us 
examine some of the truths and 
perhaps remove the fears built 
cm ignorance. 
Menopause is derived 
from 
the Greek 
“ inenos” 
(month) 
and “ pauein’’ (to cease). The 
normal process of menstruation 
changes and finally ceases dur 
ing middle age. 
The exact age at which 
it 
occurs varies considerably. The 
early signs of change of 
life 
can come on even in the mid 
thirties, or be delayed to the 
late fifties. 
The symptoms arc sometimes 
very 
distressing. 
Sudden hot 
flashes, unexplained perspira 
tion even in cold weather, rest­ 
lessness and excesive fatigue 
affect a woman’ activity and 
set off a chain reaction of emo­ 
tional irritability. 
The reason for these strange 


symptoms is that there is a 
temporary imbalance 
of 
the 
hormones during the change of 
life. All the hormones that are j 
normally cooperative with each j 
other are thrown out of order. 
Change of life is not a sud­ 
den process unless it has been 
produced by the surgical 
re­ 
moval of the ovaries and womb. 
Normally it extends over a con­ 
siderable length of time before 
the body mechanisms stabilize 
themselves. 
Many phyicians now g i v e 
women carefully chosen 
hor- j 
moues in regulated doses to re­ 
duce thc unpleasant symptoms 
of change of life. This can be 
very effective. 
In your particular case, your 
wife needs emotional 
support 
in addition to information since 
her fears are so unrealistic. Her 
fears that her figure 
wi l l 
change, that sex will be affect- j 
ed, that she will cease to be a 
good wife and mother may need 
the guidance of a psychiatrist 
or psychologist, in addition to 
the advice of your doctor, 
to 
alleviate her deep-seated fears., 
Sometimes the reasons for 
her 
anxiety 
can 
be 
quickly 
probed, examined and brought 
out in the open. When the real: 
reasons for her fears are 
re­ 
vealed they can more easily b 
removed.
